A  GREAT  WAY  TO  EXERCISE 

THIRD  FLOOR  POOL  IS  THE  ANSWER 
by  Norman  Rogers 


Some  of  the  Third  Floor  regulars  —  a  healthy  way  to  spend  a  lunchtime.  A  swim,  a  snack  and  relax.  A  magnificent  precription  for  fitness.  It’s  available  to 

every  member  —  why  not  use  it. 


Tattersall’s  Club  is  traditionally  the 
home  of  sportsmen  and  athletes.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  Tattersall’s  original  articles 
provided  as  a  priority  a  Club  formed  to 
benefit  amateur  sport.  It  occurs  to  me, 
however,  that  many  members  may  not  be 
aware  of  the  sporting  facilities,  apart  from 
the  comradeship,  that  exist  in  our  Club, 
particularly  on  the  third  floor.  It  is  my 
intent  in  this  article  to  acquaint  members, 
not  only  of  the  facilities,  but  of  the 
advantages  to  be  obtained. 

Most  people  are  under  the  impression 
that  physical  exercise  has  to  be  in  the  main 
competitive  to  be  of  any  real  benefit  and  I 
guess  a  lot  of  us  consider  as  we  get  older 
that  we  are  no  longer  welcome  partici¬ 
pants.  I  hasten  to  assure  you  that  this  is  not 
the  case. 

Most  exercises  are  directed  towards 
fitness  of  heart  and  lungs.  Apart  from  the 
excellent  gymnasium,  handball, 
medicineball,  massage,  sauna  and  steam 
rooms,  and  other  facilities  existing  on  the 
third  floor,  we  have  a  magnificent 
swimming  pool.  It  was  the  first  of  its  kind 
ever  constructed  and  has  maintained  for 
over  50  years  a  prominent  position  in  the 
City  of  Sydney  as  a  top-class  facility. 

Swimming  is  the  closest  to  the  perfect 
exercise  because  it  improves  the  arms,  legs, 
stomach,  chest,  lungs  and  heart  without 
undue  stress  on  any  one  section.  Injuries 
received  in  other  sports  often  respond  to 
non-competitive  swimming  and  as  I  have 
said  earlier,  you  do  not  have  to  compete  to 
benefit. 

Recent  figures  produced  by  the 
National  Heart  Foundation  indicate  50% 
of  men  never  engage  in  active  exercise  and 
only  16%  engage  in  active  exercise  at  least 
three  times  per  week. 


There  are  undeniable  benefits  in 
swimming  for  asthmatics  and  other 
chronic  complaints. 

Your  Committee  is  considering  a 
raquetball  cum  squash  court  at  the  back  of 
the  handball  court  and  new  lockers  and 
further  gym  equipment  is  mooted  for  the 
year. 

Let  me  assure  you,  with  no  disrepect  to 
my  second  floor  friends,  runners  and 
tennis  players,  that  these  exercises  do  not 
measure  up  all  that  well  for  your  health  by 
comparison. 

These  are  referred  to  as  “stop/ start” 
sports.  Gym  workouts  and  calisthenics  will 
improve  strength,  muscle-tone  and  flexi¬ 
bility  but  for  preference  the  workouts 
should  be  combined  with  some  of  the 
better  exercises.  Proper  exercise  will 
overcome  blocked  coronary  arteries  and 
even  promote  growth  of  new  “collateral” 
arteries  to  any  endangered  areas  of  heart 
muscle. 

I  wish  to  emphasise  that  the  list  of 
medical  benefits  to  be  obtained  from 
swimming  as  an  exercise  are  endless,  and  I 
strongly  recommend  your  use  of  this 
facility  in  your  Club. 


Ten  good  points  to  keep  you  fit! 

There  are,  however,  some  important 
rules  to  remember,  such  as: — 

1.  Don’t  overdo  it — it  takes  WEEKS  to 
get  fit.  Do  it  regularly,  but  in  easy 
stages.  Don’t  lose  interest. 

2.  Unless  you  are  used  to  it,  keep  out  of 
cold  water. 

3.  Get  a  kick  board  —  stretch  your  arms 
out,  and  unless  swimming  for  breast¬ 


stroke  or  butterfly  don’t  bend  your 
knees  —  kick  from  the  hips  and  don’t 
break  the  water,  (a  propeller  out  of 
the  water  is  wasted). 

4.  Learn  to  breath  regularly,  to  suit 
yourself,  both  sides  if  possible  and 
comfortable. 

5.  Watch  your  diet  —  do  without  the 
fats  and  the  booze  for  a  while. 

6.  Learn  to  wear  goggles  and  ear  plugs 
(if  you  have  a  problem)  but  a  small 
drop  of  alcohol  ear  drops  after  each 
dip  will  help. 

7.  Shower  before  and  after  the  swim.  It’s 
good  for  yourself  and  the  pool. 

8.  If  you  are  over-tired  after  a  “workout” 
always  walk  around  for  a  few  minutes 
THEN  sit  or  lie  down,  but  don’t  get 
cold.  DO  NOT  rest  immediately. 

9.  Never  drink  alcohol  immediately  after 
a  session  of  training  or  after  a  session 
in  the  steam  or  hot  rooms. 

10.  Dry  yourself  well,  there  can  be  a  lot  of 
aggravating  skin  problems  by  not 
doing  so. 

I  know  of  at  least  a  dozen  Australian 
and  Olympic  champions  who  frequent  our 
third  floor  and  many  others  with  coaching 
experience  who  will  be  happy  to  help  in 
many  ways.  Several  medicos  also  frequent. 

The  most  beneficial  of  all  strokes  is 
breast-stroke  swimming,  but  do  the  one 
that  you  feel  best  at.  You  perspire  whilst 
you  are  swimming  and  the  water  cools  the 
body.  In  an  hour  swimming  will  burn  off 
from  300  to  1000  of  your  calories,  not  that 
I  am  suggesting  this  length  of  time  for 
anyone  but  the  highly  trained  or 
experienced. 

So  I’ll  see  you  there  sometime.  Have  you 
tried  early  breakfast  at  the  Club?  It’s 
fantastic!

SKI  MEMBERS  MAKE  THE  MOST 
OF  A  POOR  SEASON

The  well  used  phrase  that  records  are 
made  to  be  broken  became  a  reality  to 
Tattersall’s  skiers  at  Thredbo  and  Perisher 
during  our  July  visits  to  those  areas.  The 
run  of  excellent  skiing  conditions  for  each 
year  since  1976  did  not  eventuate  this  year 
and  the  1982  season  appears  to  be  heading 
for  the  undistinguished  title  of  the  poorest 
ski  season  on  record. 

Notwithstanding  the  lack  of  snow  - 
Tattersall’s  numbers  were  at  an  all  time 
high  with  forty  skiers  at  Thredbo  and 
twenty  at  Perisher. 

The  Thredbo  week  at  Roslyn  Lodge  got 
under  way  on  Saturday  June  26th  and 
because  of  poor  skiing  conditions  lift 
tickets  were  reduced  to  $16.00  per  day; 
even  that  was  hardly  enticement  enough  to 
take  to  the  slopes.  Those  who  did  soon  dis¬ 
covered  that  dodging  rocks  can  be  very 
hazardous  and  damaging  to  skis. 

Not  to  be  denied  the  chance  to  ski,  our 
hardy  group  took  to  the  road  and  tried 
their  luck  at  Mount  Selwyn  some  two 
hours  drive  away.  While  the  snow  cover 
was  better  than  Thredbo.  the  gentle  nature 
of  the  slopes  and  long  lift  queues  did  not 
quite  justify  the  time  spent  travelling.  It 
was,  however,  a  chance  to  ski  and  an 
opportunity  to  see  Steve  and  Jenny  Dunn 
who,  during  the  summer,  moved  from 
Roslyn  to  Adaminaby. 

Even  if  the  snow  was  not  up  to  its  usual 


quality  the  meals  provided  by  Leslie  and 
Rob  White,  the  Roslyn  managers  were 
outstanding;  each  dinner  was  a  gourmet 
occasion  —  in  fact  it  was  suggested  that 
Neville  Amy  and  his  epicureans  should 
arrange  a  visit. 

Of  course  the  Roslyn  week  is  not  all 
skiing;  there  was  the  usual  dining  out  night 
at  Rudi’s  which  was  a  highlight  of  the 
week.  The  snooker  tournament  generated 
a  lot  of  interest  and  in  a  close  finish  was 
won  by  Arthur  Carney. 

The  organisation  for  the  week  was 
capably  handled  by  Peter  Magnus  and  a 
presentation  by  Anthony  Berkman  of  an 
‘El  Supremo’  and  a  ‘Tatt’s  Ski  Captain’ T- 
shirt  was  a  most  appropriate  expression  of 
the  members’  appreciation  for  Peter’s 
efforts. 

Again  we  are  grateful  to  the  committee 
and  management  of  Roslyn  for  making 
available  their  excellent  facilities. 

Closely  following  the  “Roslyn”  week 
was  the  well  established  and  patronised 
Bucks’  week  at  Wirruna  Lodge  in  Perisher 
Valley.  The  skiing  conditions  were  no 
better  than  those  of  the  Roslyn  party  two 
weeks  earlier. 

A  sight  rarely  seen  at  that  time  of  year 
was  cars  parked  outside  lodges,  whereas 
overnight  parking  is  generally  not  allowed 
from  the  middle  of  June  onwards.  Skiing 
was  a  matter  of  choosing  a  path  between 


the  many  rocks  and  tree  roots,  thQugh  a 
fall  of  snow  on  the  Tuesday  helped  to 
make  the  runs  more  skiable. 

Graham  Smith  found  it  necessary  to 
have  his  skis  resoled  after  tangling  with 
some  rocks;  he  is  now  hoping  for  a  season 
of  good  snow  next  year. 

Perisher  skiers  did  not  have  the 
consolation  of  reduced  lift  prices  in  poor 
snow  conditions.  Even  in  poor  snow  years 
Tattersall’s  skiers  know  how  to  enjoy 
themselves.  The  dining  out  night  at  the 
White  Spider  restaurant  was  as  successful 
as  in  previous  years.  George  Andrews  and 
his  team  of  chefs  again  provided  a  curry 
night  to  remember,  and  while  it  was  not 
possible  to  hold  any  skiing  competitions, 
the  table  tennis  tournament  was  won  in  a 
heart  stopping  finish  by  Terry  Forrest. 

On  the  bright  side  for  skiers  is  the 
decision  by  the  N.S.W.  Government  to 
allow  controlled  development  of 
additional  accommodation  facilities 
within  the  snow  areas  of  New  South 
Wales.  This  will  mean  the  continued 
development  of  existin  and  new  resorts 
and  is  certainly  good  news  for  all  skiers 
and  would-be  skiers.

Californian  Wines 
and  Roast  Turkey 

A  fine  group  of  Tattersall’s  Epicureans 
payed  homage  to  ANZUS  by  celebrating 
at  an  American  Night  feast  at  the  Club. 

Epicurean  Committeeman  Bill  Sellen 
was  the  hard  working  organiser  and  the 
gathering  was  rewarded  with  extremely 
interesting  wines  from  the  Almaden 
Winery  in  California. 

The  ambience  and  service  were 
superlative.  There  is  nothing  like  a 
plausible  excuse  for  a  feast  so  Hey!  Ho !  the 
Yanks! 

The  canapes  served  in  the  lounge  were 
accompanied  by  the  1980  Almaden 
Chardonnay  which  proved  to  be  full 
bodied  and  crisp. 

The  first  course  in  the  dining  room. 
Oysters  Natural,  was  superb  and  the  1979 
Johannisberg  Riesling  was  somewhat 
drier  than  the  Australian  wines  but 
provided  the  usual  Riesling  nose  and 
elegant  style. 

Corn  soup,  1  must  admit  my  first 
encounter  with  this  dish,  was  a  tasty  and 
satisfying  drop  of  nourishment  and  was 
suitably  complemented  by  the  1978 
Gewurztraminer,  a  full  bodied,  fruity  wine 
with  a  spicy  bouquet. 

The  fresh  garden  salads  preceded  the 
Roast  Turkey  with  fine  nut  seasoning  and 
cranberry  sauce. 

There  were  lashings  of  1978  Almaden 
Cabernet  Sauvignon  and  1978  Pinot  Noir 
to  allow  comparisons  with  local  products 
but  1  doubt  if  they  were  afforded  sufficient 
breathing  time  and  they  possibly  suffered 
in  assessment  as  a  result. 

The  dessert,  pumpkin  pie  and  icecream, 
caused  the  memory  to  stir  and  1  wondered 
just  how  many  years  had  raced  away  since 
I  had  last  tasted  this  sweet  dish. 

Coffee,  mints  and  port,  or  vice  versa, 
take  your  pick  in  which  order  you  prefer 
concluded  our  salute  to  our  allies. 

Some  guests  did  dance,  1  am  told.  1 
didn’t.  1  was  incapable  of  anything  more 
than  a  gentle  stroll.
